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The following pages comprise mainly a list of species 
forwarded to me for identification by Mr. E. JACOBSON, but 
two new specias are also described. 

Subfam CICADIN£.

This species is also well known in British India, Burma 
and Sumatra. At Nongkodjadjar Mr. Jacobson has taken 
a very dark variety in which the black markings on the 
tegmina are very distinct. Similar varieties, though not so 
distinct are found in Brit. India.

Purana Jacob soni sp. n. 

<j\ Head, pronotum, niesonotum, face, sternum, legs and 
opercula pale olivaceous-green, tibiae and tarsi more ochra- 
ceous; head with marginal lines to front — not meeting 
medially — vertex with the area of the ocelli and an angu- 
lated line on each side in front of eyes, black ; pronotum 
with two central longitudinal lines inwardly curved posteriorly 7 
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but not reaching posterior margin, a short medial angulate 
line on each side of the longitudinal lines, the outermost 
fissures, and narrow anterior and posterior margins, black ; 
mesonotum with a central longitudinal line, on each side 
of which is a curved line not extending beyond middle of 
vertex, a sublateral series of three small spots on each side 
and a similar spot in front of each anterior angle of the basal 
cruciform elevation, black ; abdomen, above and beneath 
pale ochraceous, above with the basal segmental margins, 
black ; face with a series of short transverse black fasciae 
on each side of the central sulcation, a black line between 
face and eyes, and a similar line on each side of base of 
clypeus ; spines to anterior femora and coxal spots, black ; 
outer margins of opercula narrowly black ; tegmina and wings 
hyaline, the first with the costal membrane and most of 
the basal venation virescent ; post costal area and most of the 
apical veins, black ; veins at the apex of the radial area, 
prominently ochraceous; transverse veins at bases of second 
and third apical areas and an apical suffusion fuscous ; wings 
with the venation black or fuscous ; head including eyes as 
wide as base of mesonotum, as long as space between eyes; 
abdomen considerably longer than space between apex of 
head and base of cruciform elevation ; tympanal coverings 
broader at base than long; rostrum- ochraceous with its 
apex black, slightly passing the posterior coxae; opercula 
elongate, passing the anterior ' margin of the second abdo- 
minal segment, outwardly slightly oblique and moderately 
sinuate, apex roundly angulate, inner margin oblique and 
sinuate; the lateral tubercles to the second and third ventral 
segments distinct and concolorous ; spines to the anterior 
femora long and acute. 

Long. excl. tegm. 25 millm. Exp. tegm. 68 millm. 

Hab. JAVA: Depok XI. 1908. (E. JACOBSON). — Type in 
Brit. Museum. 
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Allied to P. carmertfe Walk., but a considerably larger 
species ; opercula more sinuate internally, shorter and differently 
coloured; tegmina with the upper transverse veins at bases 
of apical areas infuscate, etc.

A very widely distributed species ; found in British India, 
Burma, Tenasserim, Malay Peninsula, Sumatra, Borneo, 
Celebes, Philippines & China.

Java: Batavia X. 1908, (E. JACOBSON), Banjuwangi (Mac. 
Gillavry). 

As yet only received from JAVA.

Huechys cenea sp. n. 

$ Head and pronotum black, the first with the front (ex- 
cluding anterior margin) testaceous; mesonotum testaceous, 
with a central fasciate line, angulately widened anteriorly and 
furcate posteriorly and a large sublateral obconical spot on 
each side, black; abdomen above pale castaneous; face black, 
broadly margined on each side with dull sanguineous; ster- 
num testaceous, ochraceously pilose ; legs black, extreme apices 
of the femora testaceous ; abdomen beneath piceous, posterior 
segmental margins pale castaneous, lateral margins black, 
preceded by testaceous; tegmina dull bronzy-brown, the vena- 
tion black; wings shining bronzy-brown, the veins somewhat 
broadly-black ; head (including eyes) as wide as base of 
mesonotum and about as long as pronotum ; mesonotum 
(including cruciform elevation) longer then pronotum; face 
broadly longitudinally sulcate ; rostrum reaching the posterior 
coxae. 

Long. excl. tegm. $> 18 millm. Exp. tegm. 44 millm. 

Hab. JAVA: Mula, Gunung Sewu, II. 1911, (E. JACOBSON). 
Type in British Museum. The heavily black veined wings 
and the markings to the mesonotum render this specis easily 
distinguishable.
